surrendered, and yesterday the San 
Pedro, Los Angeles and Salt Lake 
Railroad Company had a force-of fifty 
men at work tearing down the abodes 
of the squatters, who had made such 
a hard and valiant fight to save their 
homes. About fifty small houses were 
razed today, while the former occu- 
pants stood sorrowfully by and 
watched them being reduced to de- 
bris and kindling wood. Many of the 
former occurants had already desem- 
ed their quaint dwellings, perched 
upon piles, and the few that remained 
were busy this afternoon gathering 
their few personal effects, loading 
them onto boats and barges and mov- 
ing them to places of safety. 

For many years “No Man's Land” 
has been a bitter bone of contention 
between the squatters and the corpo- 
rations. Oftentimes the disputes 
verged on the point of bloodshed, and 
many times an inhabitant of one of 
the picturesque homes sat on his 
front doorstep with a loaded shotgun , 
across his lap and defied not only the 
corporations but the United States 
government as well, to dislodge him 
from the place he had made for a 
home. Eventually the controversy 
got into the courts and in last De- 
cember the Supreme Court of Call- 
fornia rendered a decision, holding 
valid a lease given to the Salt Lake 
road. Reluctantly the squatters suc- 
cumbed to the onward march of com- 
mercial progress, and the decisions 
of the courts, and by tomorrow night 
little will remain of one of the most 
unique colonies along the south coast. 
While it flourished, it has been the 
home of a most unusual mixture of 
people. Retired sea-faring men. clam

Although many political candidacies 
will be passed upon by voters in next Tues- 
day’s primary election, the plot of the Hi-

afternoon of the fourth Tuesday of Septem- 
ber after the date on which any primary 
election is held preliminary to the general 
November election. In each bissextile or 
leap year they shall nominate as the can- 
didates of their party as many electors of 
President and Vice-President of the United 
States as the State is then entitled to, and 
it shall be the duty of the Secretary of 
State to issue certificates of nomination to 
the electors so nominated and to cause 
the names of such candidates for elector to 
be placed upon the ballots at the ensuing 
November election.“ ‘

UR REPLY TO ENGLAND. 

By treaty between England and the 
United States the right was secured to in- 
habitants of the United States to fish in 
certain Canadian waters. If Canada were 
to become an independent nation the right 
of inhabitants of the United States to fish 
in Canadian waters would expire with the 
change of sovereignty. f England were 
to acquire Greenland by cession or con- 
quest and constitute that country a part of 
the Dominion of Canada, it would not give 
inhabitants of the United States a rigut to 
fish in Greenland waters. Our treaty with 
the Transvaal Republic ended in 1902 when 
Great Britain crushed and seized that un- 
fortunate land, and we could not now claim 
any rights acquired by that treaty, or be 
required to perform any of its obligations. 
Any rights which Great Britain may have 
had in Alaska by treaty with Russia ended 
when we acquired Alaska. We could not 
be required to continue such rights. 

Private titles, franchises, and rights sur 
vive a change of sovereignty. Not so with 
political rights obtained by treaty. They 
expire utterly with the cessation of the 
conditions under which they were created. 
There is some doubt as to whether the con- 
cession granted by the republic of Colom- 
bia to the De Lesseps French company to 
dig the Panama Canal did not come to an 
end when Panama obtained her independ: 
ence. We settled or ratber avoided contro- 
versy on that question by paying $40,000,000 
tor the concession. If the republic of 
Colombia, in conceding to the De Lesseps: 
company the right to dig the canal, im- 
posed as a condition of the grant any re- 
strictions as to canal tolls such restrictions

would be swift to decide against the inter- 
ests of their own nations and in favor ot 
the United States. But a decent respect 
for the opinions of the intelligent citizens | 
of his own country impels the President to 
decline to walk into the deadfall proposed 
by His Royal and Imperial Majesty George 
the Fifth, King of Great Britain, Emperor 
of India and Sovereign of u lot of Colonies.”

At the close of the eighteenth cen- 
tury England was supreme on the sea, and 
every necessary and comfort of life that 
France did not produce upon her soil, every- 
thing that came from beyond seas, was 
practically denied to her people. 

France was dependent on other countries 


“And upon her trans-Atlantic insular posseé- | 


sions for her sugar supply, and English 


chantmen. Sugar was then, as now, as 
much a necessary of life as flour, and Na- 
poleon declared that France must produce 
her own sugar. 

That the beet contained a juice that could | 
be transformed into sugar had been known 
ever since 1600, when Olivier de Serres, a 
French chemist, pointed out the fact. In 
1747 @ Prussian chemist named Marggraf, 


made sugar from beets. A pupil of Marg 
graf named Achard extracted sugar from 
beets which he raised on his farm near 
Berlin. He received some slight aid and 
encouragement from the King of Prussia, 
but not enough to enable him to proceed 
with his labors. In 1799 he appeajed to the 
council of chemistry in the Institute of 
France to examine into his processes. They 
did so, and reported that Achard overesti- | 
mated the sugar contents of the beet and 
underestimated the cost of extraction. But 
sugar was selling in Paris at a franc and 
a half a pound, and two small sugar facto- 
ries were erected under the superintend- 
ence of Achard in Paris. Both proved finan- 
cial failures. 

Attempts were then made to extract su- 
gar from grapes, but without success. Tre 
falgar placed in the hands of England a 
despotic dominion over the sea. A sugar 
famine prevailed in France, and the small 
amount of sugar that evaded the blockade 
sold at prices that placed it beyond the 
reach of all but wealthy people. | 

On March 25, 1811, Napoleon issued a 
decree giving a bounty ow of the imperial 
treasury for the production of sugar. ln 
January, 1812, he increase# the bounty and 
established factories for instruction in beet 
sugar making. In 1813 France bad 33“ 


But all that space for which man wishes, 


beet-sugar factories in which were pro- 
duced 4500 tons of sugar. After Waterloo 
the beet-sugar industry in France lan- 
guished for many years. Under the second 
Napoleon it revived and continued to ad- 
vance under the republic until now over 
1,000,000" tons of beet sugar are annually 
produced in France. : 

In the early forties Germany began to en- 
courage the production of beet sugar; now 
there is made on her own soil the sugar 
supply of 60,000,000 of people and an im- 
mense surplus for export. The exportations 
ot Germany which in 1876 were 500, 
(50 hundredweight amount now to 8,000,- 
000 hundredweight. Russia has supplied 
her own people with beet sugar 
fifty years, and at one time the go 
ernment paid beet-sugar makers a bounty 
of nearly 2 cents per pound on sugar ex- 
ported. Germany, Austria, Belgium and 
Holland all pay an export duty on beet 
sugar. 

The American people are the greatest su- 
Sar-eaters in the world and thus far they 
have preferred cane sugar. The American 
Sugar Refineries Company has enjoyed a 
practical monopoly of canesuger manufac- 
turing and has, until now, been benefited 
by. the tariff on sugar. x 

But the growth of the beet-sugar industry 
in the United States has forced the whole 


sale price of cane sugar from 101-5 cents | 


per pound to about 44% cents at the pres- 
ent time. If the American Refineries Com- 
pany can kill the competition of the ‘beet- 
sugar companies and capture the entire 
market it can increase its profit. 

This it proposes to do by inducing Con- 
gress to place sugar on the free list. It 
would secure the raw sugars from abroad 
as much cheaper as the duty. This would 
enable it, without loss, to sell refined sugar 
for a time at a price that would drive the 
beet sugar industry out of existence and 
at the same time make the importation of 
European beet sugar unprofitable. 

Consumers would not benefft except tem- 
porarily from the reduction, for as soon as 
the beet-sugar factories were closed the 
price of cane sugar would be again ad- 
vanced and, with the menace of a similar 
experience confronting them, the owners of 
beet-sugar factories would not again em- 
bark their capital in the business. 

It is clearly to the interest of the people 
of the United States to keep the price of 
sugar where it is. It is to the interest of 
the beet-sugar growers of California to 
keep the tariff on sugar where it is.

BROAD ENOUGH. 


HOLABIRD STANDS FIRMLY BY 
HONEST CONVICTIONS. 


Believes Not in War, but in Neces- 

-sity of Being Prepared—His Ex- 

perience in Foreign Associations 

Supports Monroe Doctrine Firm 
on Labor Questions. 


Col. W. H. Holabird, candidate for 


gress from the Tenth.Congress Dis- 
trict, in a brief, unequivocal interview 
yesterday, explained his pledged atti- 
tude toward the Presidency, the Mex- 
ican situation, the Monroe Doctrine 
and labor. The interview was sug- 
gested by a published statement in one 
of the Earl papers that his opponent, 
W..D. Stephens, is pledged to vote for 
Theodore Roosevelt should the elec- 
tion of President be thrown into. the 
House of Representatives. 

“What would you do, colonel,” he 


tion, Should you be called upon to vote 
for a President in the House?” 

“I certainly would not announce in 
advance what I was going to do,“ the 
colonel replied, straight from the 
shoulder. I would regard it as a vio- 
lation of my oath as a Congressman. 
I understand that my opponent, Mr. 
Stephens, is pledged to follow the di- 
rection of Theodore Roosevelt in every 
respect if returned to Congress. The 
statement in the report of his Blanch- 
ard Hall speech that he said he was 
‘a Progressive from the top of his 
head to the sole of his feet’ is so broad 
that I am prepared to believe his men- 
tality as well as his physical body to 
be pledged to Roosevelt. 

“For myself, I am not pledged to 
any human being nor to any political 
party, but I have stated and again as- 
sert that the platform of the Repub-~ 
lican party assembled in national con- 
vention at Chicago in June last is my 
platform. it is broad enough, pro- 
gressive enough, liberal enough, safe 
enough for any citizen of the United 
States to stand upon.” 

MEXICAN AFFAIRS. 

The Mexican situation is of strik- 
ing importance to the United States, 
and especially to California and the 
Pacific Coast. On this subject Col. 
Holabird talked freely and without re- 
serve. He is thoroughly acquainted 
with it from personal observation in 
every phase. 

“I would not advocate war with 
Mexico, or, rather, intervention in 
Mexican affairs, at this time,“ he said. 
“Conditions would have to be much 
more serious and dangerous than at 
present. Unfortunately, I know some- 
thing of what war means. I was a 
soldier and a sailor in the service 
of my country for a good many years* 
To me there is no ‘comic opera’ in war 
and I still confidently believe that, 
given time, Mexico will redeem her- 
self from the control ok bandits and 
irresponsible parties. 

“TI have always been a firm believer 
in established government, and I shall 
not waver in that belief, and I be- 
eve that, out of all this, Mexico will 
emerge a more intelligent, a more lib- 
eral, a better nation than ever - 
fore. Furthermore, I regard the wis- 
dom of President Taft. in this very 
trying ordeal, as having been equal to 
that of any President and superior to 
that of most Presidents who have 
filled the Executive chair in Wash- 
ington. 

“As to the Monroe doctrine, par- 
ticularly as it is interpreted in the 
recant resolution by Congress, in- 
rspired by the Magdalena Bay inci- 
dent. I supported it without any men- 
tal reservation whatever. Fortunate- 
ly I have had much experience in 
and personal knowledge of foreign 
lands and realize how much depends 
upon our firmly sustaining what is 
called the Monroe doctrine. | 

“I should vote, too, for an increase 
in our navy. I can see no possibility 
of world-wide disarmament at pres- 
ent. I see nothing in the horizon 
that indicates a general retirement of 
the active men-of-war, a disbanding 
of great armies, although I wish 
It could be true. I am in hearty 
sympathy with President Taft's great 
speech at the Alexandria Hotel in 
this city, where he visited us last 
winter, on the subject of national ar- 
bitration, which impressed me as 
profound in its wisdom and a theory 
that would result in greater peace 
and happiness to the human family 
than has ever existed; but, pending 
that happy time, we must keep step 
with other nation, we must have a t 
adequate to protect American inter- 
ests, wherever they may be.“ 

THE LABOR QUESTION. | 
“What would your attitude toward 
labor be if elected to Congress?“ the 
colonel was asked. He considered the 
question carefully and then replied: 
“This is a most serious and import- 
ant question; perhaps the most im- 
portant of any question you have 
asked me. I would be a premoter of 
peace. I do not believe in int@nsify- 
ing class hatred. I .believe most 
questions can be settled by arbitra- 
tion, if taken in time. I do not be- 
lieve in unreasonableness on the 
part of labor. nor on the part of the 
employer.’ I believe that the time 
is coming when strikes will be re- 
garded as not only a willful waste of 
enormous sums of money that 
might have been earned, but will be 
regarded as unprofitable from any 
popint of view and the object of the 
wage-earner will be gained by a more 
reasonable and more successful 
method. I have long been anxiou* 
to discuss these matters face to face 
with some of the leaders of organized 
labor. I hope the time may come 
some day. Having spent all of mv 
life in hard work, my sympathies are 
entirely and honestly with those who 
toil, rather than with the idle rich 
Some of the rich men are among 
the hard workers in America, but. 
alas, the idle rich—there is little to 
be said in their favor. I have noth- 
ing to offer as an apology for the 
idle rich.“

TO BEAUTIFY ROADS. 


Asks All Nurserymen to Assist in 


Select Proper Trees—Owners of 
Country Subdivisions Are Urged to 
Piant Uniformly. 


All nurserymen of the county were 
requested yesterday by County 
ester Flintham to aid in the beautifi- 
cation of road borders by advising 
their customers what trees will 
t under certain conditions and what 
ve been forbidden by the local au- 
The result is expected to be 
noticeable at once on all roads except 
private lanes and the highways im- 
proved under the county bond issue, 
along which planting may be done 
only by the Forestry Department. 

Under a State law all persons wish- 
ing to plant trees along highways must 
first secure permits from Flintham. 
These are never issued without a per- 
sonal investigation by the officers, if 
the project is of any magnitude. Some 
treés grow well on high ground and 
some better on low, while others, if 
planted in the wrong place, will prop- 
agate insect pests. 

Flintham has communicated with 
ewners of all unimproved subdivisions 
in the county, urging them to plant 
uniformly and to make their improve- 
ments esthetically and practically sat- 
In some cases owners of 
large tracts have conferred with the 
orestry Department before beginning 
e work, asking for help in the ini- 
tial planning as well as for a permit 
to begin planting. The department, ts

PRICELESS FINDS. 


The most important find consists 
of ten complete or almost complete 
Lydian texts, several of considerable 
length, and among them a bilmgual 
inscription in Lydian and Aramaic, 
The eight lines of Aramaic, dated in 

the tenth year of Artaxerxes the 
king,” are, in the opinion of Prof. 
Littmann, of Strasburg, unquestion- 
ably a translation of the Lydian, and 
give the first clew to the deciphering 
ot the Lydian language, which, when 
these excavations began, was known 
only from a few much-defaced frag- 
ments. The gold jewelry, consisting of 
necklaces, edr-rings, finger-rings, 
bracelets, and small plaques intended 
for sewing on to garments, recalls the 
best truscan work; but the most 
unique and beautiful objects, are the 
engraved gems, mostly conoids of 
chalcedony, carnelian, or rock-crystal 
| with their gold or silver mountings 

still intact. Of the many coins the 
finest are a collection of tetradrachms 
of Philip, Alexander and the earlier 
j Diadochi found in the temple itself. 

These, the gems, and the gold and 
silver objects, are now in the museum 
at Constantinople, where all finds will 
ultimately be sent. 

The last historical find is a Greek 
inscription of 138 lines containing a 
letter date 4 B. C., from Augustus to 
the people of Sardes.

Ministers Preach Crusade 
Against Home Rule. 


Ghostly Riders Riddle Clock

DUBLIN, Aug. 31.—Ulster is now 
the center of the fight against home 
rule. Both of the great British politi- 
cal parties realize that the galvation 
or destruction of the present adminis- 
tration depends upon what takes place 
in and around Belfast during the next 
six weeks. The Ulster Unionist Coun- 
cil has accepted the challenge of the 
King's Ministers and rebellion is now 
being openly preached. Unionist peers 
and commoners are attending mid- 
night meetings, drilling the train 
bands by night. 

It was hoped that the mobilization 
of troops in Belfast to overawe the 
Orange shipyard 
driven Nationalist labor from Queen's 
Island would have the effect of check- 
ing this display of revolutionary in- 
tent. The reverse has been the case. 
Men of the high standing of the Barl 
of Erne, Lord Dunleath, Lord Farn- 
ham, Capt. James Craig, M. P., Wil- 
liam Moore, M. P., John Gordon, M. 
P., backed by the bulk of the Antrim 
and Down peasant proprietors, talk of 
the coming “war for the Union” with 
the air of holy Crusaders. Presbyte- 
rian ministers are prominent in the 
preaching of armed resistance to 6 
Dele- 
gates from all parts of Ulster will 
meet secretly in Belfast on Septem- 
ber 23, and on September 28 the 
greatest Unionist demonstration ever 
organized is to be held and the day 
solemnly dedicated to future genera- 
tions as “Ulster Day.” 

The Earl of Aberdeen, Lord Lieu- 
tenant of Ireland, is greatly troubled 
over the situation. It is idle to expect 
that bloodshed is likely to be avoided. 
The Nationalists are gradually being 
worked up to a frenzy just as intense 
as that which holds the Orangemen 
in thrall. Speaking to a gathering of 
Home Rulers at the Yellow Ford, 
Joseph Devlin, the chief of staff of the 
Irish leader, John Redmond, declared: 
“There will never be peace in Ulster 
until the battle of the Boyne is fought 
over again and Orengeism receives a 
| crushing defeat.“ * 

RIDDLE THE TOWN CLOCK.

Will Open in Twelve Months. | 

The first boat will be put throught 
the Panama Canal some time in Sep- 
tember of 1913, if the present plans 
ort Chief Engineer Goethals are 
carried through. Notice to this ef- 
fect was given to the Los Angeles 
Harbor Commission yesterday, 
through a letter from Goethals to 
the secretary. 

On the first of this month, Secre- 
tary Matson wrote to Engineer 
Goethals, stating that as Los An- 
geles is a work an various exten- 
sive municipal harbor improvements. 
in preparation for the commerce 
that is confidently expected to come 
when the Panama Canal is opened, 
and that the date of the canal's op- 
ening has an important bearing on 
the city’s harbor plans. 

The letter from Goethals, which 
was received yesterday, says: 

“Every effort is being made to 
complete the excavation and the work 
on the locks by June 30, 1913. If 
this be accomplished, the water will 
be allowed to rise from the fifty-foot 
elevation to the eighty-foot eleva- 
tion, where it will be held to enable 
the construction of a dike at the 
headwaters of one of the tributaries 
of the Trinidad River. 

“This should be completed in time 
to permit the lake to rise to the full 
height of eighty-five feet sometime 
in September. If this be accom- 
plished, the first boat will then be put 
through and, if successfully passed, 
announcement will be made that the 
canal is in condition to pass shipping. 
In any event, we expect this latter

More than thirty years ago, but 
not forty, a little girl was born to 
the Kalich family, dwellers in the 


District of Gallicia, Austria. They 
called the little girl Bertha. 
I don’t know what the simple Jew- 
ish mother intended that Uttle girl 
to be, nor what the devout father, as 
familiar with the services of the 
synagogue as though he were a rabbi, 
had in mind for his daughter’s future, 
but it is safe to say that neither par- 
ent ever intended that quiet, dark- 
eyed, allently-restless child to go upon 
the stage. 
But as she grew up, it was ap- 
parent that Bertha. considered pure- 
ly from the standpoint of domestic 
utility, was the duck in the brood 
of chickens. Sent to school, she 
studied only fitfully. She would not 
concentrate on her books; the tasks 
of mathematics and the memorizing 
of historic data were not for her. 
So she did the other thing; she did 
not exactly run away, but she ran to 
the stage. 
That was the beginning of an l- 
lustrious career. In the score of 
years that have elapsed since, little 
brunette Bertha perpetrated her in- 
vasion of art, little Bertha has be- 
come tall and statuesque. The lines 
of her face have become heroic, her 
voice has taken on immeasurable 
majesty without losing its fire, and 
in her mind she has concentrated 
the arts of all the modern civiliza- 
tions. 

On Tuesday last I saw Bertha 
Kalich at the Orpheum playing Toin- 
ette, the Bayou vagabond— brilliant. 
bizarre, insolent, clangorous in laugh- 
ter, rebellious of heart, superstitious 
of soul, beautiful with the unthinking 
Yeauty of a rough girlhood, a lithe 
young panther in her wild undress— 
primitive, tragic, pathetic, terrible. 

On Wednesday I went to the Alex-. 
andria and asked for Mme, Kalich. 1 
waited, but I waited in the wrong

The most perfect, well-bred ug 
lish is this woman's. And let us 
not forget that she was born in Yid- 
dish, and grew up in Yiddish, and 
went upon the Yiddish stage, and 


lived long years in America, acting, 
marrying and mothering, and still 
never uttering a syllable save in that

You have heard, or yoy should have 
heard, at some time in your city- 
dwelling career, Yiddish “opera.” 
The Gentile who has provincial ideas 
about his theatrical entertainment— 
and by ideas provincial I mean the 
idea of the common or garden de- 
scription—sgoes to Yiddish opera now 
and then “for fun.“ Yiddish opera 
is neither grand opera, in its true 
dense, nor drama. It is a combina- 
tion of dialogue, cantorish music and 
vehement pantomime.

But in addition to being a child 
of the Jewish music-play, Bertha 
Kalich was also a singer Of opera in 
its proper person. All the works of 
the opera comique school, from Of- 
fenbach down, have swung into her 
ken, and she has made successful 
appearances in them.

Bertha Kalich's earliest years were 
spent in Poland as a devout and 
hard-working Polish Jewess.

GIRL SLAVES IN 
PERKINS’ SHOPS. 


Women Employees. 


Drag Heavy Weights and No 
Time to Sit Down. 


All for Five Dollars a Week. 
Directors Know It. 


Although not intended as cam- 
paign literature, the report of the 
New York State Factory Investigat- 
ing Committee of the conditions it 
found in the Auburn, N. V., plant of 
the Osborne Twine Company of the 
International Harvester Company 
during its hearing there on August 
14, is not calculated to be of value 
to George W. Perkins, one of the 
company’s dlretors and chief finan- 
cial backer of Theodore Roosevelt's 
Progressive campaign. 

The testimony revealed a state of 
affairs in which young girls and 
women worked ten hours a day or 
night for wages that ran no higher 
than $8 a week, doing manual labor 
that prevented them from sitting at 
any moment. 

The members of the committee 
that took the testimony are Senator 
Robert F. Wagner, chairman; Miss 


— 


George W. Price, who represented 
the State Health Department. George 
W. Pongtalosi acted as interpreter. 

When asked to comment upon the 
report yesterday, Mr. Tierney re- 
ferred to Senator Wagner, who is- 
sued the following statement: 

“Conditions in the plant of the Os- 
borne Twine Company were called to 
the attention of the commission by 
the report of an inspection made by 
Dr. Price, as director of investiga- 
tion, which disclosed conditions that 
were almost unbelievable. It was 
most desirable that the members of 
the commission see for themselves 
just how the women in this plant 
had to work. 

DRAGGED HEAVY WEIGHTS. 

“The commission called and ex- 
amined a number of women employ- 
ees separately. In the course of the 
Inspection several women were seen 
to pull piles of hemp weights weigh- 
ing about 150 pounds across the 
floor, these piles being in many in- 
stances higher than the women 
themselves. In the spinning room 
the clatter of the machinery Was so 
frightful that a voice below a shriek 
could hardly be heard. 

“The appearance of the women 
workers was very disheartening; 
they weré worn and pale, and thelr 
clothes, faces and hands were ¢éov- 
ered with oll and hemp dust. No 
attempt whatever was made to gyard 
against the dust. It is breathed con- 
tinually by the workers and causes 
considerable suffering, as testified. 

“The girls and women there re- 
celved salaries as low as $5 a week, 
and with this ey were compelled 
to pay all th living expenses. 
Your heart would ache for those 
poor girls. I recall especially one 
whose face was ashénh White and who 
looked Incapable of any sort of work. 
She testified that if she worked ‘ter- 
ribly hard’ she could make $7 a 
week, but she looked as if she had 
to work terribly hard to earn the 
smaller amount she usually obtained. 

“Most of the women are plece- 
workers, and in their struggle to in- 
crease their meager ngs are 
obliged to work to the limit of their 
physical capacity, and do not take 
time from their work to rest. And 
in addition to this, since no seats 
are supplied, and they must stand 
all the time. it is no wonder that they 
complain of various ilis. 

“A number of the women ques- 
tloned said that they began work at 
about 6:30 every morning, lunched 
from 12 to 12:30 and then worked 
until 6 o'clock at night. On Satur- 
days they worked until 6 o'clock. 
All this, of course, in direct viola- 
tion of the labor law. 

WOMEN ON NIGHT SHIFT. 


“We also found that one of the. 
worst features of the connection of 
Women with industry, is the night 
work. There are more women than 
men on the night shift, and most 
of the night workers are marrfed. 

“The superintendent of the fac- 
tory testified that he had recefved or- 
ders from the home office of the In- 
ternational Harvester Company at 
Chicago to engage in this night work 
so that orders for twine might be 
filled, and that such a plan was be- 
ing followed in all branches of the 
com y. 

“We know that a woman’s body 
is unable to withstand strain, faticue 
and privation as well as a man’s, and 
we well know that if we are indiffer- 
ent to the physical welfare of the 
working woman of today, the pen- 
alty that we shall have to pay in the 
future will be certain and most se- 
vere. . | 
Are we to permit these condi- 
tions to continue? Are women and 
infants to be sacrificed and their vi- 
tality to be sapped because a large 
corporation desires to increase the 
capacity and output of its plant? 
Whether or not it 16 profitable for 
this corporation to prohibit night 
work and reduce hours of labor for 
its women employees, or to cemedy 
other evils, is not the question. The 
economic profits of the individual 
must not be made to deplete the vi- 
tal resources of the State.“ 

GIRLS’ STORIES ALL ALIKP. 
The testimony of the girls who were 
examined, some of them as young as 
16, were all along the same lines. 
They worked ten hours a day, rarely 
if ever made more than $7 a week. 
were compelled to stand all the time, 
and had absolutely no leisure. 
From the monosyllabic replies to 
the questions of the examiners, there 
lies a tragedy of existence. The girls 
rose early in the morning, or in the 
evening, wearied after a day or night's 
work, hastened to the factory and 
there spent another ten hours of toll 
Life was dull and drab to them, and 
many of them, in their vague answers 
showed that they hardly knew what 
sort of work they did or on exactiv 
what basis they were paid. The one 
fact of which they were supremely 
conscious was that they worked and 
worked and worked. 

Mr. Elkus tried to fix responsibility 
for the night work in his examination 
of William Greig, the factory super- 
intendent.

Union of Republics. 
{Washington Post:] A quiet move- 
ment, begun some time ago, looking 
to a tightening of the bonds of sym- 
pathy and interest between the States 
of the western hemisphere is begin- 
ning to take tangible form, and in;

A meeting held in Washington last 
April without attracting public at- 
tention selected the members of the 
firét conference, who. will give place 
to those hereafter elected by the va- 
rious national associations, 

A constitution and by-laws were 
agreed upon, and these have been 
sent to the temporary members with 
a request that they submit amend- 
ments and express their opinions. 
The members are also fnvited to se- 
cure expressions from their local in- 
stitutes as to the proper time and 
place for the first Pan<American 
conference, to be held some time 
in the year 1818. To further the plan 
a special edition in Spanish of the 
magazine of the Carnegie Endow- 
ment is being sent to all of the Amer- 
ican republics. 

The plan contemplates the creation 
of the Pan-American conference on 
the basis of a membership of five 
international lawyers in each of the 
republics. These men would be se- 
leeted by local or national or inter- 
national law societies, insuring a 
thoroughly representative gathering. 

Argentine Wants Stockraisers. 

One thousand square miles of gras- 
ing land under one fence, with & 
20-year lease at something like $8 per 
square mile per year, is the allur- 
ing inducement to be held out to 
western stockmen by the Argentine 
government. Details of the plan to 
encou e sheep and cattle raising in 
the Pa nian territory obtained by 
Argentine in settlement with Chill 
have been received in Washington by 
the Department of Agriculture, and 
will be extensively advertised later 
in the range States with a view of 
bringing American stockmen to take 


More than 32,000,000 acres are to be 
disposed of by the Argentine govern- 
ment under a lease law modeled after 
that of Australia. 

Under the plan proposed these 
tracts, ranging from 150 to 1000 
square miles, will de put up at auc- 
tion and leased to the highest re- 
sponsible bidder for a term of thir- 
ty years, with the right to fence. » 

The climate of this territory 
comparable to that of the 
Mountain region, except that 
nearness of the coast renders the 
cold less severe. The altitude varies 
from 4000 to 6000 feet, and the 
country is made up of level mesas 
and rolling hill lands with some 
mountainous areas as well. It ts pro- 
posed to arrange all tracts with due 
regard for water, although certain 
sections may only be erased during 
the rainy season on account of 
drouth.

WOMEN S WO 


FEW YEARS ago Angelenos 
were surprised to learn that 
women owned practically one- 
third of the real estate in Los An- 
geless A complete list of property- 


closed this fact. Some of the choic- 
est business property in the heart of 
the city belongs to women. Some 
have inherited it, others have ac- 
quired it by clever business deals. 
Leng before California women had 


to seriously consider it—they had 
learned the science and art of deal- 
ing in real estate. The other day I 
read that more than a quarter of a 
million dollars has been expended 
by women in the erection of apart- 
ment-houses at Venice during the 
past six months. They have not 
only built them, but many of them 
have designed them. And who knows 
so well as a woman the trick of 
planning convenient cupboards and 
kitchenettes, closets and wardrobes, 
and the hundred-and-one comfort- 
able and cosy conveniences that help 
to make domestic machinery run 
smoothly. One woman, Mrs. F. E. 
Rose, has designed and built a mag- 
nificent apartment-house costing 
$35,000 and containing twenty suites 
of housekeeping rooms, each with 
bathroom, kitchenette and ward- 
robe. 

Some one says it is a fascinating 
game to plan one’s own house— 
makes one's alr castles come down 
to earth, as it were. One such wom- 
an I know—Mrs, Gertrude Ozmun 
of South Pasadena and Santa Ana— 
who has had this happy experience. 
She has two charming homes—one 
in the delightful section of Pasadena 

known as Oak Lawn, and the other 
on a ranch between Santa Ana and 
Tustin, and it is of this latter that I 
would speak. The Oak Lawn man- 
sion is far more imposing and splen- 
did than the one-story, tile-roofed 
adobe house set down in the midst of 
its orange and walnut orchards, with 
three giant sycamore trees in front— 
and yet this one at “Rancho Aliso,” 
as ft is known, is to me, far more in- 
teresting. It is the show place of 
Orange county. It was here, in the 
rooms opening onto the 
sunny court with its lazily plashing 
fountain, that the late Madame Mod- 
- Jeska and her husband, Count Bozen- 
ta, spent a happy year, having leased 
the delightful home. 

Before its construction, Mrs. Oz- 
mun and her Yate husband went to 
Mexico on a tour of inspection, ran- 
sacking that country for designs for 
inner court and wide patios. After 
spending several months down there, 
they returned and built this charm- 
ing place at an expense of some $290,- 
000. The result is a perfect replica

These birds were once 
the pets of the place and, by the 
skill of the taxidermist have deen 
mounted and preserved. 

ere is no spot in all the world 
where can be assembled more vari- 
wf architectural types than right 
here in Southern California and the 
only wonder is that women, who are 
partioularly fitted for planning cosy 
and beautiful homes, have not more 
generally taken up the profession of 
architecture. There is opportunity 
here for original ideas and a combi- 
na tiom of the best from all countries 
and climes that ought to appeal to 
women of artistic taste and domes- 
tic habits.

I 
Was interested to hear her tell of her 
experience, in early girlhood, as 2 
member of the Christian Commis- 
sion—that body of noble college 
young men and women whict did 
such valiant service in the hospitals 
and diet kitchens among the soldier 
boys. That commission corres- 
ponded in many respects to the mod- 
ern student body of fhe Y.M.C.A. 


and Y.W.C.A., composed for the most 
part of college students who enlisted | 


in the commission to go down on the 
southern battle flelds and work for 
the physical and spiritual life of fhe 
soldier boys. This beautiful woman 
hose hair is now snow-white— 
read to me passages from the jour- 
ual she kept when in the Washing- 
on Hospital at Memphis just pre- 


teding the close of the war. Going 
out from a home where she had 
known every comfort and luxury, 


frafl and delicate by nature, vet she 
enpervised the diet kitchen in the 


food for the sick seldiers, and the 
incidents of those days as recorded 
in her dafly diary make most inter- 
esting reading. In graphic style she 
tells in this little book of the news 
of Lee's surrender, of the thrill of 
horrer ‘which swept over the coun- 
try when Lincoln was assassinated, 
and of the tragic disaster to the Mis- 
siasipp! River steamboat bearing 
2000 soldier boys on their way 
home, which occurred just above 
Memphis and many of the victims 
brought to the Washington hos- 
tal. 

fo wacred and tender are these 
memories to this woman that none 
of her daughters had ever before 
caught a giimpse of their mother's 
little journal or heard a word from 
ite pages. She showed me the 
photographs of many of her com- 
panions in the work—most of them 
now gone devond— queer, old-fash- 
pictures in the costumes in 
vogue in the early °‘60’s—and yet 
more precious to this sweet woman 
than copies of the rarest work of 
the old masters because they por- 
trayed the heroic young women who 
went forth from their homes with 
her in her girlhood to care for the 
sick and dying soldier@ .

Butter size of a gold thimble, 
one cup of lard, one of suet, one of 
buttermilk, one of self-raising buck- 
wheat flour, one of oatmeal, one of 
taleum powder and one of maple 
syrup (the kind procured from 
trres.) The last thing, add Six 
tablespoonfuls of watermelon seeds 
which give handsome finish When 
eating the cake each person can dis- 
pose of them in some genteel and 
unostentatious way. For Large Fam- 
ily Bread, a little soda in a silver 
spoon; two-thirds and a half as much 
again cream of tarter. If the weather 
is hot, simply reverse the quantities 
and say nothing to the neighbors. 

At the end of the list of recipes 
she sagely observes that if followed 
they may cure the bad habit of eat- 
ing between meals.

Choosing An Occupation. 

I read something the other day 
which at first struck me as ridiculous, 
and later, after pondering the situa- 
tion, as positively pitiful. A foreign- 
born woman is asking a divorce from 
a Cincinnati man because he will not 
allow her to scrub floors. She is a 
born housekeeper and loves to scrub 
floors, and cannot be happy or con- 
tent unless she is permitted to scrub 
floors, and prays for a divorce in or- 
der that she may return to her own 
country and scrub floors to her 
heart's content. 

Isn't that a commentary on the fit- 
ting of square pegs in round holes? 


I argue that the happiest woman in 


the world is she who has “found 
herself” and taken up the work that 
o appeals to her that it ceases to 
be labor and is pure joy. Instead of 
being hampered and uncomfortable, 
and utterly out of her sphere because 
of necessity, she must take the first 
thing that offers, happy is she who 
can select the work that appeals to 
her and which she loves for its sake. 
Better be a scrubwoman and devoted 
to the work than a stenographer as 
a makeshift. I read of a certain 
woman who, when relieved of the ne- 
cessity for self-support, entered into 
what she called the “region of 
choice.” She had been poor and she 
knew what it meant to circumscribe 
her efforts within the limits of op- 
portunity. Now that she was enabled 
to choose her work she selected chem- 
istry and became, not only a clever 
analyst, but gives to others of her sex 
the pleasure and profit from her lab- 
oratory work. 

How many women, it they were in 
the “region of choice,” would chopse 
occupations very different from those 
that circumstances compel them te 
follow?

WASHINGTON, Aug. 31.— This is 
the age of women,” said Mrs. Lynden 
Evans. shortly before her departure 
from Washington for her summer 
home at Lake Geneva, “and it must 
be comforting for all mankind to 
note how we are striving to meet our 
responsibilities. All avenues of art, 
industry and professional usefulness 
are open to women. In the Chicago 
Club, of which I am happy to have 
been a charter member, we dip into 
all topics which might interest hu-

manity and make the members more 
enlightened, captented and of more 
value to their homes and the com- 
munity. We have art, science, lit- 
erature, all those allied new themes 
which may be gathered under the 
head of social studies. I have 
dipped into all, but as one must 
specialize to have study of use to 
yourself or any one else, I have se- 
lected the home-keeping depart- 
ment as my particular division of 
work. I consider the knowledge of 
how to conduct a home, intelligently, 
economically, and with resultant 
comfort and ease to its inhabitants 
is the best sort of learning a woman 
can acquire. But t am frequently 
confronted with the question. why 
is it necessary to teach women now 
to manage their homes? Our 
erandmothers were the best of 
housekeepers when clubs and cull- 
nary departments were unknown ex- 
cept in their own kitchens and un- 
der the able guidance of their 
mothers. I bow to this verdict, but 
we face a new condition. Women as 
a rule do not know how to get the 
best out of their homes. They do 
not know how to cook properly, how 
to follow the rules of sanitation and 
I think it a good deed to teach them. 

“Such has been the decision of a 
large division of the Chicago Wom- 
en's Club and we organized several 
years ago, a school of domestic 
training. In fact, we have now sev- 
eral schools of this sort and we are 
encouraged beyond expression jby the 
success of our work. Why women 
need such training is obvious, if we 
consider a moment modern di- 
tions among the poor. Chicago is @ 
very large over-crowded city, filled 
with all nationalities) and each 
with a different idea of home-Keep- 
ing. Those who know Washington 
only cannot concetve the widely di- 
verging aspects of philanthropic ef- 
fort here and in such centers as 
New York and the great growing 
cities of the West and Middle West. 
Still I believe that such schools as 


we conduct could be opened here 
with infinite advantage to all. 
— 
“Our public schools have done 


much towards turning feminine at- 
tention to homekeeping as an exact 
scientific study. This groundwork 
is immensely helpful, but naturally 
the instruction is rudimentary. 
Our schools are for actual homekeep- 
ers. We open them as occasion and 
our means permit in neighborhoods 
where they promise to attract a pat- 
ronage. A fee is charged monthly, 
but it is of modest proportions and 
all those who really desire to learn 
scientific homekeeping will not be 
dismayed by the cost of the course, 
We aim to get inexperienced girls who 
marry from stores, factories or even 
in lower walks of life. Nearly all the 
giria in the poorer families ge to work 
in their early teens. Their domestic 
knowledge comes from a few rudi- 
mentary lessons on Sundays or hol 
days and is insufficient to make a girl 
capable of conducting even the least 
pretentious home. We take in every 
topic which is related directly or 
through suggestions with the idea of 
making a happy home. We teach 
young women how to care for their 
health, how to conserve their strength, 
how to make their means go in the 
best channels, how to buy, what to 
buy, how to cook, how to clean and 
often, how to sew, darn and mend. 
Sometimes we get pupils willing and 
intelligent who are ignorant of every- 
thing I have enumerated. 

“It would be rather tedious to zo 
through details of our course. But 
we teach, a woman everything she 
should know in the series of demon- 
strations. All work has ta be actually 
performed in the course. Cur cook- 
ing course has proven very remuner- 
ative.

“I have always looked upon the 
play written to be read only as an im- 
perfect form even for the reader who 
would find it the more exciting for the 
vigorous structure, the working to a 
climax that had made it hold some 
fitting audience.” This is the doctrine 
of faith of William Butler Yeats as 
set forth in the new edition of his 
Plays,“ published last week, and to 
those who are familiar with the Irish 
literary movement there is a real sig- 
nificance in the remark, for Mr. Yeats 
undoubtedly writes with an eye to the 
theater. This fact does not render his 
plays any the less interesting, how- 
ever, to the reader, probably making 
them more so, for anything that will 
„go on the stage ig pretty likely to 
make vivid reading. 

The present edition of the plays 
contains The Countess Cathleen” and 
“The Land of Heart's Desire” in new 
versions, in fact, so altered are they, 
particularly “The Countess Cathleen,” 
that to use Mr. Yeats’s own words, 
they are “all but new.” The versions 
employed are those in the repertory 
of the Abbey Theater, which are also 
the versions to be used by the Irish 
players upon thelr appearance here 
this fall.

{The Nautilus: ] Genius can never 
develop until the mind is free enough 
to follow its own thoughts.

Those who become great, under our 
present modes of thinking, and under 
our present ways of educating the 
young, are those who feel a mighty 
urge from natural ability.

We 
do not welcome originality. As it is 
now, no one but an intense egotist 
has courage to do his own thinking 
and follow his genius to success. 
Only ap intense egotist has power suf- 
ficient to overcome mental laziness and 
get away from the currents of con- 
ventional thought. 

There is an original vein in every 
man. There is a path to original de- 
velopment open to every one. There 
is something you can do that no one 
else Can do quite so well. You have 
a work all your own. But you will 
not find it by slipping into the ruts 
of the conventional and Iolling at 
ease in the ideas of your teachers and 
associates. 

The great genius is animated with- 
in himself. He weighs all suggestions | 
from the outside and he accords each 
suggestion only so much weikht as it 
seems to him to be entitled to.

He asked them what they paid 
for coal, how much they spent for 
rent and all about their work, going 
inte the most insignificant details at 
great length. Then he gave them a 
check for $600, which was a hand- 
some donation for a person in his 
circumstances. After the women had 
gone, & man in the office, whose name 
is of no importance, said: ‘John, why 
did you haggle with those ladies? 
You know they are all right. The 
contribution you made was fine in 
spirit and very generous, but you al- 
most spotled it by treating fhose good 
women like professional beggars.”

The Mother Lodc. 
PRESCOTT (Arts.) Aug. 5.—Q.: 
There seems to be some confusion 
among miners concerning the “Moth- 
er Lode” of California, and many are 
‘of opinion that a branch of the lode 
cuts through Southern Nevada. If 
not too much trouble, please give the 
localities touched by the * 8 


: The Mother Lode of California 
is ribed as follews: “The Span- 
ish name Vestas Madras, or Mother 
Lode, is cenferred upon a long, con- 
tinuoug and well-defined belt of min- 
eral-producing country, on account of 
its great size and productive capacity. 
Commencing on the north at Dry- 
town, near the center of Amador 
county our Mother Lode extends then 
south twenty-seven degrees, east to 
the Princeton group of mines, in the 
vicihity of Mt. Ophir, traversing 
in its course the southern half of 
Calaveras and Tuolumne and about a 
third of Mariposa counties. TBe Cal- 
fornia Vesta Madre is of vast pro- 
portion and extreme length and 
thoggh a unit, considered in its en- 
tirety, does not everywhere confine 
itself to a single channel. At a few 
points it splits up into several 
bra metimes as many as four 
or five—which, running nearly para- 
lell Yor a considerable distance, again 
reu These deflections, however, 
are very trifling, considering its re 

‘kable length, the deviation being 
not more then a mile or so, either 
way, from an absolutely straight line. 
In direction, this great lode corres- 
ponds with the longitudinal axis of 
the Sterra Nevada range of mountains, 
running centrally along the southern 
arm of the main California gold field,

There Is None on the Mediterra- 

nean, But on Atlantic It Rushes 

Back and Forth With Great Power. 

{London Globe:] The Mediterra- 
hean Sea, which has lately been the 
center point of interest, is commonly 
described as tideless, and the descrip- 
tion is correct, at any rate of its east- 
ern end. Navigators like Jonah and 
St. Paul knew nothing of tides. The

It was, no doubt, the amazement 
felt by ancient Greek mariners, ac- 
customed to the even ſevel of the 
tideless sea, at sight of the tidal bore 
of the Seine at Rouen which inspired 
the story of amorous Neptune pursu- 
ing the nymph inland. The sea god, 
balked of his prey by the young lady's 
parents, Ceres and Bacchus, stin 
rushes madly into the estuary twice 
in the twenty-four hours, and is ap- 
parently engaged in chasing innu- 
merable other nymphs with the same 
into every estuary on the Atlan- 


Science has discovered a lese ro- 
mantic explanation of the tides in the 
Influence of the sun and moon. These, 
operating in the ratio of one to four, 
produce spring tides when pulling to- 
gether and neabs when in opposition. 

The tidal contrast at Southead and 
the mightiest effort of the Bristol 
Channel at Chepstow are alike 
dwarfed by the eccentricities of the 
Bay of Fundy, that cul de sac between 
Nova Scotia and New Brunswick into 
which the Atlantic rushes with pent- 
up fury, giving rise to such effects as 
the bore at Moncton, the Reversible 
Falls at St. John and the lightning 
transformation of Windsor om a 
swamp to a deep water harbor in thi: 
course of a few minutes. As, how- 
ever, it is a harbor for only four 
hours, and a swamp for twenty, the 
economic utility of Windsor is quall- 


Remarkable as are these expres- 
sions of the ocean to eyes unaccus- 
tomed to such freaks of tidal equill- 
brium, it must be confessed that the 
tourist is certain to encounter disap- 
pointment if he expects too much.

REAT preparations are being 

made for the Los Angeles- 

Phoenix road race. The entry list 
should be the largest ever. The race 
should call attention to the ocean-to- 
ocean highway oject and the men 
who are interest in this gigantic 
Pproposigion are back of the 500-mile 
automobile contest. 

This race has attracted attention all 
over the world. This year it should 
be the greatest race ever held. The 
cities of the valley route, the Coachel- 
la Valley and the Imperial Valley, have 
joined together to make a purse that 
is worth while.

NEW STARTER AND LIGHTS 


HE Peerless Motor Car Company 
T will equip all of the six-cylinder 

cars produced by the concern with 
an electric starting device. The 
starter is installed in cbnjunction with 
the electric-lighting system intro- 
duced on Peerless cars last year, and 
was recently perfected by Gray & 
Davis. It consists of an electric motor 
mounted in such a way that it will 
rotate the engine fly wheel. Power 
given by a 120 ampere hour storages 
battery of special construction, and 
is used also for ignition and lighting 
purposes. 
The charging of the starter is done 
automatically by a dynamo operated 
by the engine so that it is never nec- 
essary to visit a charging station or 
remove a battery. Pressure on a 
pedal in the driver’s compartment 
engages a“ gear on the shaft of the 
electric motor with a gear ring around 
the fly wheel, and turns the full pow- 
er of the storage battery into the 
motor. The engine is turned over 
rapidly and can be spun in this man- 
ner for half an hour. As soon as 
the engine begins to run on its own 
power the starter is automatically dis- 
connected. 
The device has aufficient power ts 
start the largest Peerless car with 


clutch set and high gear engaged., In 
tests made by engineers it has driven 
a “48-Six” touring car for half a 


most unlimited power enabled it to 
make hundreds of ordinary engine 
starts. It cannot fail to start the mo- 
tor even in the coldest weather. It 
will start on the magneto as well as 
on the battery. The engine cannot 
backfire because the electric motor 
is strong enough to overcome the 
back pressure. 

A feature that distinguishes it from 
all others is the fact that it uses the 
aix-volt current. This has been agreed 
upon by engineers as being the cor- 
rect current for car lighting and 9 
the voltage favored by insurance 
companies. As a usual thing it has 
always been considered as _ necessary 
for starting purposes a voltage of 
from fifteen to thirty-six volts. The 
special motor designed for six-volt 
service operates at the highest ef- 
ficiency known to electrical science 
and the lighter current has bees 
made to yield practically as much 
power as those of higher voltage. This 
construction eliminates all compli- 
cated electrical controls, and trans- 
formers. The starter is connected 
with the lighting system only by a 
simple switch.

Speed Battle May Establish 
New World Mark. 


The sum of $16,500 has already 
been raised by the Milwaukee Auto- 
mobile Dealers’ Association from the 
automobile concerns of that city to- 
wards a guarantee fund for the hold- 
ing of the Vanderbilt grand prize 
races at Milwaukee September 17-21. 
Apart from this which, is only from 
the automobile and accessory deal- 
ers, the business men have promised 
thousands of dollars to swell the 
fung.

The entries of Teddy Tetzlaff and 
Caleb Bragg complete the first team 
of three cars for the grand prize 
race—the Fiat team. Caleb Bragg 
entered his own car while Tetzlaff 
will drive the big Fiat owned by E. 
K. Hewlett, a prominent attorney of 
Los Angeles. 

This is the car with which Bruce- 
Brown won the grand prize event a 
year ago. The third member of the 
Fiat crew will be Bruce Brown on 
the same car with which he won tlie 
first leg and won third place in the 
French Grand Prize at Dieppe. 

The Mercer entry, in the inter- 
national race, will be driven by 
Hughie Hughes. After the Elgin 
races it is expected that the entry list 
for the races at Milwaukee will fill 
rapidly as many 
trants are holding off until after this 
event. 

Attorney E. KE. Howlett is planning 
to attend the Vanderbilt cup race 
and will send the account of the 
grand prize event to The Times. He 
will write an article which will give 
his impressions of the contests and 
this will be used in addition to the 
narrative of the speed battle as seen 
by other representatives of The 
Times who will be at the track side.

The International Motor Company 
has designed a sprinkler for the pur- 
pose of street sprinkling, and which 
was built for the street cleaning de- 


it was tried out in New York be- 
fore being shipped to St. Louis. The 
apparatus is mounted on a six and 
}one-half-ton Saurer chassis of stand- 
ard construction. The riveted tank, 
which is four and one-half feet in 
lameter, has a capacity of 1400 gal- 
lons, and is mounted on a cradle and 
“Buyed” with cross stays provided 
with “turn-buckles,” so that shifting 
is impossible. 


One of the features of the device 
is the double acting force pump, 
which, when driven by the motor, 
forces water through the nozzles, and 
the location of the nozzles them- 
Selves are about a foot in advance: 
and on either side of the hood. This 
location was adopted so that the 
truck itself would not cause the evil 
it is designed to cure. The forward 
position of the spraying apparatus 
wets down the streets in advance of 
the wheels, so a cloud of dust is not 
raised as a preliminary to the dust- 

The nozzles are made ad b 
between wide limits, so that 
tity of water thrown out and the dis- 
tance to which it is thrown can be 
regulated by the driver to suft the 
conditions. With a pump maintaining 
a constant pressure the water can 
be sprinkled over a much wider 
stretch of roadway than would be 
possible were it permitted to flow out 
by gravity. It is claimed that a road- 
way from seventy to eighty feet wide 
can be sprinkled at one operation, and 
at the rate of well over ten miles an 
hour, which is naturally beyond the 
scope of the horge-drawn sprinkler,

Games in Shanghai. , 


Has Its Team. 


Violent Exercise Is Necessary 
in the Orient. 


BY MARSHALL D. TAYLOR. 


American baseball is making great 
‘Inroads in the world of sport in the 
Orient. This is all the more re- 
markable when one considers’ the 
immense distances which intervene 
between the various white settle- 
ments. After leaving San Francisco 
for China, our national game _ is 
played only at Honolulu and Manila, 
before anghal is reached. After 
leaving Shanghai for the States, via 
the Suez Canal and the Mediter- 
ranean, no baseball is played until 
New York is reached. 
O. D. Rasmussen of Shanghai, 
China, at present a member of the 
Los Angeles Cricket Club, plays 
shortstop on the Shanghai baseball 
nine. This team is one of the best 
in the Orient. It numbers among its 
players the very flower of our col- 
leges and universities. 
Numerous games are played with 
visiting warships of Uncle Sam’s 
Asiatic fleet. Teams from the Cin- 
cinnati, Maryland, Virginia and 
Helena keep up the interest in our 
national game whenever they are in 
port. Even the Villalobos and other 
war vessels captured during fhe 
Spanish-American War and now do- 
ing river duty on the Hoang-ho 
and Yangtse-Kiang, send their base- 
ball teams to play Shanghal. 
The Chinese and Japanese have 
taken kindly to the game and are 
proving expert players. ‘St. John's 
College, which is preparatory to 
Yale, the Imperial Polytechnic Col- 
lege and the Japanese Military Col- 
lege, play retzular scheduled games. 
Last year was a banner season for 
the Shanghai baseball nime, as it in- 
cluded such players as D. Anderson, 
catcher; T. Merritt, third base, both 
of the University of Virginia; T. 
C. White, left fielder of the University 
of Pennsylvania; C. F. Wolsiffer, 
right field of the University of 
Chicago; W. E. Sauer, center field; 
F. W. Hadley and I. N. Jamieson, 
pitchers of the University of Call 
fornia; C. N. Stetger, pitcher of 
Yale; O. D. Rasmussen, shortstop of 
the West Melbourne High School, 
Australia, and T. Wilson, first base, 
and J. Sneed, second base. 
Most of the above-named players 
are connected with the American 
diplomatic corps and large com- 
mercial houses, such as the British- 
American Tobacco Company, which 
manufactures daily some 6,000,000 
cigarettes. 
Shanghai race course, where 
the ball games are played, is one and 
three-quarters miles round. It has 
one grass and one dirt track. In 
addition, there are five cricket 
pitches, two hockey grounds, one 
beseball diamond, one polo ground, 
lawn bewls, tennis courte and a nine- 
hole golf course. . All these are in 
the same inclosure as the race 
course. 
As Chinese labor is cheap and 
plentiful, these grounds are kept in 
tip-top shape. Motor cutters keep 
the grass mown and automatic 
sprinklers are used in every portion 
ef this immense stadium. With the 
exception of two acres, used exclu- 
sively by the Shanghai Cricket Club 
and the Shanghai Recreation Club, 
the general public has free access at 


all times to witness the various 
games.

United States warsnips are in port. 
the populace turns out en masse to 
witness the baseball games and 
participate in the celebrations end 
revels. Every nationality, including 
the British, roots for its favorite 
team. 

RASMUSSEN LIKES BASEBALL 
In speaking of baseball and 
cricket, from a sportsman’s point of 
view, O. D. Rasmussen has this to 
say: “I Mke baseball because it is 
exhilarating, snappy and because it 
is enlivened by a cross-fire of wit 
from players and spectators. It is 
more intense than cricket, and it re- 
quires a great. amount of latent 
energy, which must be let loose at 
critical moments of the game. 
“Cricket on the other hand is more 
open and to my mind much cleaner. 
It does not lend itself to prejudice 
of individual players. The umpires 
re not b in any way by the 
opinions of the fans. 5 
„Baseball and cricket are largely 
a matter of temperament. , The 
former requires quick judament and 


execution, while the latter is a 
patient, up-hill game, requiring a 
great deal of perseverance and 


physical endurance. 

“With the standards of true sports- 
manship applied to each, I do not 
favor any one game more than the 
other. Each has its place to suit the 
temperaments of the various na- 
tionalities. Each can boast of its 
international champions.“ 

All forms of sport are absolutely 
necessary in China. They afford the 
only true form of relaxation from 
business life in the Orient. Theat- 
rical troupes are a rara avis, and 
unless a man takes up some form of 
athletics, he very quickly @eteriorates 
in the trying climate of Shanghai.

HIGGINS FOND 
OF BASEBALL. 


Says Cricketers Can Learn 
Much from Game, 


Batemen and Fielders Both 
Acquire Knowledge. 


Yankees Should Also Study 
nglish Sport. 


BIT PAT HIGGINS, 
(Noted Local Cricket Player) 
1 have often been asked can a 
cricket player learn anything from 
baseball to improve his game? I say 


Take a young cricketer, for in- 
stance, and give him a few years of 
‘baseball. Then send him back to 
cricket and he will be a far better 
player than the man who has played 
cricket only. Ask any cricketer who 
plays baseball and he will give the 
same answer, 

We will take, first, fielding in the 
outfleld and throwing the ball. 4 
cricket player fielding a ball in the 

ytfield very seldom makes an accur- 
vre™hrow to the wicket. He cannot 
uffew the ball from the position he 
ae it, but must run 4 yard or two 
7 ore throwing. He does the little 

n from habit, because he has never 
been taught any other way. 

I have seen cricketers throw in 
from the outfield, but they usvaliy 
throw the ball high and figure more 
on getting it in than in cutting off a 
run. | 


— 
JUDGING A HIGH FLY. 


An outfielder at cricket who sees 
a ball coming to him and figures 
that he is in too close will begin to 
back up and will get the ball if it 
drops within five or ten yards of his 
first position, .but after baseball ex- 
perience he will not begin to back, 
but will turn and run in the direc- 
tion the ball is going and then turn 
and make the catch. 


FIELDING CLOSE IN. 


Very often a batsman at cricket 


will bunt a ball and run. Most cricke: 

players will wait for the ball to come 
to them and then field and throw it. 
but a run is nearly always scored 
because the batsman got away the 
second he hit the ball. Now, if that 
fielder played baseball he would be 
ready and dash in to meet the ball 
and by an accurate throw get ihe 
runner out. I have seen men in lo- 
cal cricket, namely, Mitchell, Bam- 
ford, Tompkins and Rasmussen get 
batsmen out by yards simply because 
they had played baseball and knew 
how a wicket keeper at cricket plays 
his position much better than a base- 
ball catcher. | 

A catcher as a wicket-keeper would 
be a joke. Can you imagine a catcher 


standing up to a wicket with no pro- 
tection other than a pair of gloves 


the ball, but like a 
wicket down? Also, catch all foul 
tips and most of these come a mile 
a minute. He has to jump each side 
of the wicket to take. balls that arc | 
wide, and, so I think a catcher can 
learn something from a wicket-keep- 
er. 

In batting there is a wide scope 
for a batsman in cricket. He can hit 
the bal) any direction he wants to. 
There are no foul lines in Cricket 
and here again we can learn much 
from baseball experience. If. for in- 
stance, a ball in cricket comes shoul- 
der high, the: majority of batsmen 
will play @ to the ground. figuring 
that it is safer, but not after using a 
baseball bat. 

The ball player will swing hard at 
what to him is a peach of a bal! to 
hit and generally knock it out of the 
ground. Again his eye has deen 
trained to meet a ball, so consequent- 
ly, can hit a ball in cricket that the 
usual cricketer has to play. 

One thing that seems a foolish idea 
in cricket and that is the ‘way in 
which runs are made. 

The critic will say a man played a 
“fine inning.“ Perhaps the player 
mentioned has made only thirty or 
forty runs and again they say of a 
man, Who, has made 100 or more 
runs, that he did not show very good 
cricket. I maintain that the proper 
idea is to get runs. Never mind how, 
but get them. 

BOWLING, HARD WoRRK. 

In bowling one is not allowed to 
throw the ball, but must swing the 
arm. No ball player can do this, but 
if a bowler could learn to use in- 
shoots or drops he would be a won- 
der. This is, of course, very hard to 
do. but baseball has taught a few 
cricketers to swerve the ball in the 
air. They bowl an out curve, but 


the ball begins to curve as soon as 


it leaves the hand and not with the 
sudden break of a baseball. 

A fast bowler has it all over a 
fast pitcher. First, he is just about 
as speedy. Secondly, a pitcher must 
have control to get the ball over the 
plate, but a bowler has about two 
yards of space to work in, and has 
a hard wicket to bowl on as a rule. 
He gets help from the wicket, the 
ball fying up off it with terrific force 
A fast bowler in San Francisco once 
knocked the bat out of the batsman's 
hand; the ball flew off it and knucked 
out the wicket-keeper with a ciout 
on the head and a flelder fifteen 
yards away kad a finger broken try- 
ing to catch it. 

Before ball players get excited I 
might add that a fielder in cricket 
is not allowed to use a glove. Do 
you think any of you ball players 
could catch or field a ball as well 


without gloves as with them” To 


fall down to dodge a fast ball or an 
in-shoot is dangerous in cricket. 

Another thing. don’t let anybody 
tell you about a team of ball players 
being able to go out and beat a team 
of cricketers. I have played both 
games and I know that a ball playcr 
would wonder what is going on if 
he saw a ball hit the ground in front 
of him and then jump to the right 
or left, curling round his legs into 
the wicket. Cricket balls can be 
curved the same as a baseball. 1 
know that cricket players can learn 
something from baseball and ther 
should study the great American 
game. 


EX-JOCKEY KELLY TELLS 
OF RISKY HURDLE RACES. 


„ “I was in the jump jockey game 
for nine years and during that time 


| gaw no less than fifteen riders killed 


and two dozen badly hurt,” said ex- 
Rider Jockey Kelly yesterday in re- 
counting some of his many experi- 
ences. - 

“In one particular race at Brook- 
line, Mass., in 1899, twelve horses 
started. Before the end, six stumbled, 
two jockeys were killed and twa or 
three were hurt. This is only one in- 
cident of the 350 races I rode in. 

“Steeplechase or jump riders are 
in the most dangerous business in the 
World and are really worse off than 
aeroplane operators. Every time a 
man flles he may come down all right, 
but every rider in a jump race knows 
that he may be killed any minute. 
Any horse is liable to stumble at any 
time and when he does the rider will 
either be killed or badly hurt. I rode 
for nine years over the jumps and 
quit ‘because I lost my nerve, I guess, 
and had been hurt too many times. 

“Years ago, while riding a horse 

lied Brookline, owned by Freddie 

bhardt, the beast stumbled and 
when I fell I had both my legs and 
my collar bone broken. I was un- 
conscious for eight days and, after i 
got out of the hospital Gebhardt sent 
me to Mexico for my health and paid 
all my expenses. 

“I began my race career in 1888 
when I was 14 years old. I was a kid 


in a Catholic protectory in New Vork 


and was bound out to D. D. Withers, 
who owned the Long Branch race 
track. He went to the school one 
day and wanted a boy for a jockey 
and picked me out. He paid me $20 
per month and my board. I weighed 
seventy- three pounds. 

“Withers had “forty-five horses. 
among them being Oriflame and Leg- 
gett, the latter being the only horse 
that ever beat Hanover. I was exer- 
cige boy for Withers for almost two 
years and I fan away from a five-year 
vontract with hi mbecause he would 
not let me ride in races. His head 
Jockey was Isaac Murphy, the noted 
negro rider, and he had seven or 
eight exercise boys. 

“I went to Chicago and was signed 
by Jim Brown at $350 per month and 
in addition got $25 and $10 for win- 
ning and losing mounts on any day 
when I did not ride for Brown. 

“I remained with Brown two years, 
or until “1893, when he was killed in 
® police raid on Garfield Park in 1893. 
He killed four men and was killed 
hi@self. His sons, Galen and Fad 
then Frank Reagan got me to go to 
Brown, got his horses. 


“After that 1 went to St. Louis and 


New York and ride for him in ive. 
While in the East, I got malarial! 


the flat ink I took to jump races. 

“I commenced these with Dwyer & 
Croker and when they wanted to ship 
their string of Banquet, Don Alonzo, 
Dobbins, Flirt and others to England 
I refused to go. *Instead I joined the 
stable run by Mayor Nolan of Albany, 
N. Y., working under Pat Meaney, who 
was a noted hurdle rider in his day. 
In the barns were Ballarat and San 
Jose, the latter a mean bad actor who 
killed three men in his time. 

“Meaney asked- me one day to 
school some jumpers and I did so well 
with San Jose that he told me I had 
best keep on riding jumpers. He 
asked me to go to California with him 
to the old Bay District track in 1895 
and there I rode Ballarat and Re- 
turn, among others.
